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Council to tackle state aid 


cuts, septic loan issue

AGAWAM — A resolution in opposition to proposed 
cuts to state aid, sponsored by Agawam City Councilor 
George Bitzas, will appear on the city council’s next 
agenda Jan. 7. 

The council’s legislative subcommittee met to discuss 
the resolution prior to the Monday, Dec. 17 meeting. 

In response to Gov. Deval Patrick’s announcement 
that the state is facing a $540 million shortfall in its 
2013 budget, Bitzas wants the council to send a resolu- 
tion to the governor and the state Legislature opposing 
the governor’s proposal to cut unrestricted fiscal 2013 
state aid to municipalities by $9 million, or 1 percent. 

According to the resolution, any cut to local aid could 
potentially destabilize local budgets in the middle of the 
fiscal year and force reductions in community services, 
especially in light of the fact that local aid has already 
been cut 32 percent (or $416 million) below original 
fiscal 2009 levels. 

“Any additional cuts will be painful for cities and 
towns across the Commonwealth,’ the resolution 
states. 

In other news the city council will likely table 
a resolution sponsored by Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen to establish a low-interest loan program for sep- 
tic improvements for the southwest area of town. 
The resolution asks the council to appropriate the 
$800,000 left over from the $3.7 million borrowed in 
2008 for Phase 1 of the Southwest Area Sewer project 
in order to finance the cost of septic system improve- 
ments for those homes that still rely on septic systems. 

According to the resolution, the cost for installation 
of sanitary sewers is anticipated to be about $30 mil- 
lion to $40 million and its installation is not likely to

AGAWAM — Police officers are looking to the 
community to help identify the individual respon- 
sible for a hit and run in Feeding Hills last week. 

According to a press release issued by Agawam 
Police Lt. Eric Gillis, police received a report of 
a woman down in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Shops located on Springfield Street in Feeding 
Hills around 9:20 a.m. on Friday, Dec. 14. 

Responding officers found an elderly woman in 
the parking lot who told them that she had been 
struck by a dark colored sport utility vehicle (SUV) 
and that the vehicle had fled the scene. Officers 
were unable to locate the vehicle at the scene or in 
the surrounding area and there were no other wit- 
nesses identified who could provide further details. 

Gillis declined to identify the woman or com- 
ment on her condition at presstime. 

The Agawam Police Department is asking that 
anyone who may have been in the area on that 
date at time and who may have seen something of 
relevance to the crash contact the Agawam Police 
Department’s Traffic Division at 786-4767. 
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500 people from all over Western Mas- 
sachusetts attended the solemn “Wreaths 
across America” ceremony held Satur- 
day, Dec. 15, at the Massachusetts Vet- 
erans Memorial Cemetery, located in 
Agawam.

Beginning at 9:30 a.m., members of 
various military organizations, active 
duty and retired military personnel and 
family and friends of loved ones partici- 
pated in placing 1,156 holiday memorial 
wreaths on the gravestones of their loved 
ones. 

According to South Hadley resident 
and VFW District 7 Jr. Vice Commander 
Brian Willette, Wreaths across Amer- 
ica was founded by Morill and Karen

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Agawam receives $400,000 PARC grant SiR

AGAWAM — A $400,000 grant could help advance 
Phase II of the School Street Park. 

Parks and Recreation Director Christopher Sparks said 
this week the town has been awarded a reimbursement 
grant from the Parkland Acquisitions and Renovations for 
Communities (PARC) to be used toward the second phase 
of the project. 

Plans for Phase II of the park call for development of 
20 acres of land. It would include a pavilion, shelter for 
picnickers, a pavilion, spray park, a concession area, and a 
toddler playground. There will also be more walking paths 
and more parking included. 

Sparks said the plans are still in the preliminary phase, 
and an early estimate of $2.5 million is being used as a 
benchmark for costs. 

“We will not know the exact amount the next phase of 
the project will cost until we go through the design and 
planning process and determine exactly what kind of play- 
ground we will have,’ said Sparks. “The same with what 
kind of band shell and spray park we would purchase.” 

The grant is a reimbursement grant, which means the 
town would have to agree to spend the money first, and be 
reimbursed with the grant money afterward. 

It also has two other major parameters related to design 
and construction. Sparks said the design and planning pro- 
cess needs to be completed sometime in fiscal year 2013, 
or before June 30, 2013. Construction must be completed 
during FY2014. 

To get funding for the second phase of the park, Parks 
and Recreation will seek funding from the Community 
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Preservation Act. Sparks said he has begun working with 
the Agawam City Council and the CPA Committee to work 
on an application for funding. Open space and recreation 
is one of three main purposes for which CPA money is 
used. 

“We are hoping to have the application completed some- 
time in January,’ said Sparks. 

A joint meeting between the city council and the CPA 
Committee was scheduled for Monday night following the 
regular council meeting. Sparks said he believes the CPA 
fund has enough to accommodate the request. 

He said it was possible he may only be granted $2.1 mil- 
lion with the knowledge the grant is coming. 

“I am hoping to get the funding part of this completed 
soon,” said Sparks. “Then we can go to design and engi- 
neering and get a better idea of what we are doing and what 
the costs will actually be.” 

Agawam was one of 25 communities to receive the 
PARC grant. The programs funded 25 of 50 applications 
this year compared to 17 of 51 last year. Agawam was 
among the communities rejected last year. 

“The grants from PARC used to be for $500,000,” said 
Sparks. “They lowered the grant amounts to $400,000 so 
they could spread the money to more communities.” 

School Street Park has continued to be a popular spot for 
families to visit since the first phase was completed. In ad- 
dition to a playground and bathroom facilities, the park has 
a soccer field, softball field, and adult-sized baseball field. 

The plans for the second phase call for other improve- 
ments at the park, Sparks said, adding he is currently 
speaking with an Agawam youth who wishes to create a 
Frisbee Disc Golf course somewhere in the park for his 
Eagle Scout Project. 


Riverwalk loop easements sought 


In preparation for the 2013 construction of the River- 
walk Loop Project, the town of Agawam is seeking 60 
easements from residents of the School Street neighbor- 
hood. When completed, the Riverwalk Loop will consist of 
over five miles of on- and off-road bicycle facilities. This 
phase of the project consists of the widening of School 
Street to accommodate a four-foot wide bike lane on both 
sides of School Street from Michele Lane to Main Street 
and an off-road multi-use trail on the south side of School 
Street from Michele Lane to River Road. The $2.4 million 
construction project is being funded by the state. 

Of the 60 easements, 50 will be temporary construc- 
tion easements and the remainder permanent easements. 
All 60 property owners have been notified. They are being 
requested to donate the easements, which average about 
500 square feet. 

“We have a very tight time-frame for obtaining the ease- 
ments,’ said Deborah Dachos, director of Planning and 
Community Development. “MassDOT has set a Feb. 24 
advertising date and has required that all easements be 
obtained before the project is advertised. It is critical that 
affected property owners return their donations forms or 
contact the Planning Department or Law Department. We 


have spoken to a lot of people with a lot of questions. We 
are here to answer any and all of them.” 

For those property owners who do not wish to donate 
their easements, the town must initiate eminent domain 
proceedings. The Agawam City Council will take action 
on the proceedings in January.

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cancer through writing 
Workshop to be held at Agawam Senior Center

When struggling with health issues, some- 
times it can be difficult to work through the 
emotions that accompany them. To help pa- 
tients come to terms with their illness, a new 
therapy workshop will be held at Agawam 
Senior Center next year. 

“Write to Heal: Coming to Terms with 
Breast Cancer Through Writing,’ a series of 
workshops sponsored by The Rays of Hope 
Foundation, to be held at the Agawam Se- 
nior Center, begins Jan. 7 and will continue 
every Monday through Feb. 4. 

Cicily Corbett, a writer, journalist, and in- 
dependent scholar, will facilitate these work- 
shops open to breast cancer patients and sur- 
vivors at any stage, from diagnosis through 
all treatment options. The workshops will 
take place from 10:30 to 11:30 a.m. in the 
Conference Room of the Senior Center, 954 
Main St. There is no charge for the work- 
shop and refreshments will be served. There 
is room for up to 12 participants. 

Studies have shown that writing about a 
painful experience in a structured way can 
help to bring about a sense of resolution and 
the benefits can be quite tangible. In speak- 
ing about the upcoming workshop, Corbett 
cited an article by James W. Pennebaker, 
of the psychology department at Southern 
Methodist University, who said that writing 
about traumatic topics has a beneficial influ- 
ence on the human immune system, for ex- 
ample, including T helper cell growth. 

How it works 

One old hypothesis held that “cathartic re- 
lease” is at work in expressive writing — this 
is the common-sense idea that people need 
to “vent” periodically. Perhaps we all do, but 
studies indicate that is not the key to under- 
standing the positive therapeutic impacts. 

Pennebacker and others believe that the 
real key is cognitive processing. Two Aus- 
tralian experts, Karen Baikie (a clinical psy- 
chologist) and Kay Wilhelm (a psychiatrist) 
wrote in a 2005 article that the experience of 
writing allows the individuals affected by a 
trauma to develop “a coherent narrative over 
time, reflecting increasing processing of the 
experience.” 

Corbett stressed that writing is commu- 
nication and that in these workshops, “The 
person with whom you are communicating 
is, first and foremost, yourself.’ By working 
through a thought for this purpose, you are 


able to look at it objectively, as something 
on a piece of paper rather than something 
inside you. 

“And you can let go of it and move on 
to the next stage of healing, if it’s a painful 
thought.” 

If a participant wants to share what she 
has written with the others in the group, that 
may also be valuable in the supportive envi- 
ronment of the workshop, although Corbett 
said sharing the writing with anyone is, of 
course, “completely optional.” 

A warm and friendly center 

The conference room at the senior center 
has been put to a variety of public uses, in- 
cluding a theatre group’s meetings and script 
run-throughs, but according to Joan Lin- 
nehan, the director of the center, this will be 
the first time it has been used for a writing 
group. 

Corbett, who lives in Springfield, first be- 
came involved in preparing such workshops 
through the influence of a friend of hers, 
Crystal Senter Brown, who works for the 
American Cancer Society. Brown thought 
that a therapy/writing workshop would be a 
good fit for a Rays of Hope grant. 

Brown said that she suggested holding the 
therapeutic writing workshop because “‘there 
really isn’t that much like this that is offered 
around here.” Some women can’t share their 
experiences with and reactions to breast can- 
cer with their families, and writing therapy 
or journal keeping can be a great help. 

The workshop will be held on Mondays 
from Jan. 7 through Feb. 4 from 10:30 to 
11:30 a.m. at Agawam Senior Center.

be completed for at least another 20 to 30 
years. 

Earlier this month, the council voted to 
table indefinitely discussions about Phase 2 
of the Southwest Area sewer project. 

If approved, the resolution would allow 
the town to enter into an agreement with 
the Water Pollution Abatement Trust as well 
as the state Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). In addition, it gives the 
mayor the authority to “enter into a project 
regulatory agreement or agreements with the 
Department of Environmental Protection to 
expend all funds available for the project and 
to take any necessary action to carry out the 
projects.” 

Phase 2 proponent Douglas Reed, a resi- 
dent of Shelley Lane in Feeding Hills, cau- 
tioned the council about the loan program 


during the public comment portion of the 
Dec. 17 meeting. 

“At this time, acting upon this would be 
premature,’ Reed said, adding that because 
the septic expansion project itself was tabled 
indefinitely, and that until it’s resolved, cre- 
ating the loan program would not be benefi- 
cial. 

“Expending time to administer the loans 
would be an issue,” he said. “Also, I don’t 
know that I’'d want the town of Agawam to 
become a loan agency.” 

He said the resolution was akin to “putting 
a bandaid on an amputation. 

“I don’t think it’s proper to do at this 
time,” said Reed. 

The council moved the item to its next 
agenda, “so it can be tabled with the rest of 
the items,” said Council President Christo- 
pher C. Johnson.

New business goes to the dogs Subsidized housing

Susan Lamoureax may be best known for her eye-catch- 
ing mobile grooming business but Agawam Dog Works, her 
latest endeavor that opened in September, is all about the 
“paws-itive.” 

“I was Let the Fur Fly for six years in a van,” she said. “It 
got to the point where I was so busy and wanted to expand. 
Rather than putting another van on the road, I figured a place 
would give me more time to spend with the dogs and develop 
something different for my favorite animals.” 

Lamoureax and co-owner Raymond St. Peter divided the 
sizable Geissler’s Plaza retail space into areas for grooming, 
doggie day care and training, plus a boutique for all things 
retail. 

“The most satisfying thing about grooming is that you’re 
bettering the lives of dogs because it makes them feel great,” 
said Lamoureax, who grooms up to 30 dogs a week in the 
very tidy new space. That’s six happy pups a day. 

Prices are practical. Puppies visiting for the first time cost 
$30. Small dog grooming runs between $35 and $40. Large 
dog grooming runs between $45 and $50. Big dogs groom- 
ing and cuts are $60. 

Pooches can also be pampered with $5 color enhancers or 
teeth brushing, $7 nail trimming and $10 flea baths. A half- 
dozen dogs visit daily for daycare while their human parents 
are at work. Small and large dogs are kept separate in the 
climate-controlled, pest-free place. 

“We don’t pack dogs in. There’s a limit so they can sleep 
and play,’ said Lamoureax. “We teach them things while 
they’re here too. I’ve been working with a rescue dog and 
he’s come a long way. He now knows how to shake hands.” 

A full day of doggie daycare is $30 or $28 per day for 
multiple bookings. Half-day care, five hours or less, is $20 
or $18 per day for multiple bookings. 

Lamoureax, a long-time dog trainer, also welcomes pups 
and parents to Agawam Dog Works to socialize and play 
during the winter months. 

Beginner puppy classes will start on Tuesday evenings in 
January. The plan is to keep the class sizes small — no more 
than six per class — to give more attention to dogs and their 
owners. 

Also starting in January will be classes for Western Mass 
Dog Grooming Academy for dog lovers interested in the 
profession of dog grooming. 

The Agawam Dog Works boutique features reasonably 
priced items that have all been road-tested by Lamoureax 
and her customers. 

“We keep it affordable for everyone,” she said. “Sweaters

are around $20. We have blankets, pillows, dog beds, and 
toys. We carry a whole line of indestructible toys and all- 
natural sprays. Customers really like the products.” 

While Lamoureax doesn’t have a website yet, she posts

AgawamDogWorks), including free puppy play dates, dog 
training class updates and special sales. 

“I just love dogs and this was the natural next step,” said 
Lamoureax. “I’ve always been around dogs my whole life 
and everyone here loves dogs. We’re here for the dogs.” 

Agawam Dog Works is located at 860 Suffield St., in 
Geissler’s Plaza. Hours are Monday through Saturday from 
7 a.m. to 7 p.m. Special Sunday hours for the holiday season 
are 9 a.m. to 3 p.m.

The Agawam Cultural Council’s popular Applause Series 
will usher in the New Year at the Agawam Senior Center Fri- 
day, Jan. 4 at 7:30 p.m. with a program of traditional New 
Orleans Dixieland, Blues and Ragtime music. Dixieland 
Stomp will present a rousing selection of tunes — many of 
which are actual transcriptions of Louis Armstrong’s music 
from his famous Hot Five and Hot Seven recording sessions 
done in Chicago from 1927 to 1929. 

The six-man group consists of veteran musicians who have 
performed or taught music across the region for years. David 
Neill (bass trombone), owner of Neill and Neill Insurance 
Agency, 1s also the leader of The Premier Brass Quintet, The 
Jazz Bones, Premier Swing Band, Fanfare Brass Choir, and 


The Victorian Quadrille Orchestra. Edward Mari (clarinet) 
attended the New England Conservatory of Music and played 
professionally for 50 years, accompanying Ella Fitzgerald, 
Lou Rawls, among others. David Sporny (trombone), Pro- 
fessor Emeritus, University of Massachusetts has performed 
with the Springfield and Hartford Symphonies, the Tonight 
Show Band, and is founder of the Amherst Jazz Orchestra. 
David Bilodeau (trumpet) has studied at the Boston conser- 
vatory and Berklee College of Music, and has freelanced 
musically for more than 30 years. Jason Bouchard (tuba) is 
Enfield, Conn. High School band director and principal tuba 
for the Manchester Orchestra. Nick Wilby (banjo) is a recent 
graduate of the University of Massachusetts and member of 
the local rock band Modern Tonic.

ACC announces 
recent grant awards 


State Sen. Michael R. Knapik, R-Westfield, State Rep. 
Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-Southwick, and Bob Kadis, chair- 
man of the Agawam Cultural Council, have announced the 
awards of 16 grants totaling $8,675, for cultural programs 
in Agawam. There were a total of 26 applications requesting 
$18,310 for cultural activities. 

Grant recipients include Agawam Junior High School, 
Agawam Public Library, Agawam St. Patrick’s Committee, 
Donna Lee Honeywell, and Roberta G. Doering School. 

The Agawam Cultural Council is part of a network of 329 
Local Cultural Councils (LCC) serving all 351 cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth. The LCC Program is the larg- 
est grassroots cultural funding network in the nation, sup- 
porting thousands of community-based projects in the arts, 
sciences and humanities every year. The state legislature pro- 
vides an annual appropriation to the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, a state agency, which then allocates funds to each 
community. 

Decisions about which activities to support are made at the 
community level by a board of municipally appointed volun- 
teers. The members of the Agawam Cultural Council are Jay 
Berger, Elaine Carlson, Shirley Cusluski, Donna Fitzgerald, 
Harry Georgiades, Kadis, Andrea LaPlace, David G. Morin, 
Carolyn Reed, Doug Reed, Jack Rioni, Elsa Rosenak, Ceil 
Rossi, and John C. Stone. 

“Cultural councils are staffed by local volunteers and they 
work very hard to ensure all citizens, but particularly our 
youth, are afforded high quality opportunities to participate 
and learn about the arts and humanities,” said Knapik. “The 
Agawam Cultural Council does an outstanding job, and I am 
proud to support them in their efforts.” 

‘Tm pleased to announce that Agawam has received a 
number of grants for arts and humanities programs,’ said 
Boldyga. “MCC grants help to ensure that cultural resources 
in Agawam and across the Commonwealth are accessible to 
residents.”
